Woodward Letter.

Heavy Property Losses 
Reported in Many Cities. 
Few People Are In- 
jured. 


Berlin, March 23.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—Communist workers 
seized the city administration build- 
ings in Hamburg today, then occu- 
pied the Blohm and Voss shipyards 
and hoisted the red flag, says a 
dispatch from Hamburg. 

Workers in other shipyards quit 
work and began organizing mass 


patch. 

In Leipsi@Dresden, Rodewisch 
and other cities in Central Germany 
the communists directed their ef- 
forts against court houses, city 
halls, public banks and police head- 
quarters. A bomb exploded in the 
Leipsie court house this morning 
and blew off the roof, broke all the 
windows, wrecked the lobby and 
shattered the windows of buildings 
in a radius of two blocks. 

In Rodewisch the city hall was 
virtually. destroyed by a bomb 
which had been concealed in the 
Basement. The use of dynamite 
against the city administration 
pulldings in Auerbach, Frieberg atrd 
Dresden resulted in heavy property| 
loss and the wounding seveérély of! 
at least three persons. Others were 


slightly injured.

n Auer with a sack of dyna- 
mite in his possession. A :compan-] 
ion who fired at a policeman es- 
caped. The man”arrested said he 
was from Danzig, but declined to 
talk further. 

The outrages are believed to bé 
connected with the attempt of the 
communists to force a general 
strike. 


Throes of Anarchy. 


The mid-German industrial areas 
are again in the throes of anarchy 
in consequence of the communists 
determination to force a wide- 
Spread general] strike in protest 
against the government’s action in 
massing security police there for 
the purpose of checking the rioting 
and: plungering which has been go- 
ing On fer the past few days. The 
lignite districts near Mansfeld are 
the chief center of the present dis- 
turbances, which not only extend to 
derailing trains by removing the 
tracks, but are spreading to seri- 
ous bomb outrages upon the judi- 
ciary buildings in nearby towns and 
cities, including Leipzig, Dresden, 
Freiberg and Rodewisch. 

Armed bandits, operating under 
the direction of the notorious “Rbb- 
in Hood” Hoelz, who a year ago ter- 
rorized Vogtiand, are carrying out 
holdups, robbing savings banks and 
otherwise spreading terror through 
the community by the destruction 
of industrial plants and the seizure 
of arms. 


POLISH SOLDIERS

London, March 23.—A ‘wireless 
dispatch from Berlin gives a Kat- 
towitz report to the effort that 
armed Polish bands, including regu- 
lars from General Haller’s army, 
have crossed the Upper Silesi<:

nally took it to Chief Beavers with 
the request that he ascertain the 
;truth of the charges made therein. 
The first time she knew of Dr. Wil- 
mer having a copy of the alleged 
statement, she said, was when she 
received a letter addressed to Floyd 
Woodward in her care. This letter 
stated that Dr. Wilmer had received 
the statement from Woodward and 
had the matter under consideration 
as requested, she asserted. 


Beavers’ Statement. 


Coincident with the announcement 
of the Episcopal minister came in- 
teresting statements from Chief 
Beavers, in reply to questions asked 
by a Constitution reporter. The 
chief declared that he had received 
his copy of the alleged statement 
from a woman who claimed to be 
Mrs. Floyd Woodward, wife of the 
gangster, and that he has been in- 
vestigating the charges, this probe 
being interfered with by the sum- 
mons to appear before the grand 
jury. 

“How and when did you receive 
your copy of the purported Wood- 
ward statement?” the chief was 
asked. 

“A woOman came to my office with 
it several weeks ago; said she was 
Mrs, Floyd Woodward, and had a 
statement to give to me from her 
husband.” Chief Beavers replied. 

“Don’t you remember the date you | 
received the letter?’ ‘ 

“Well, I don’t know,” the chief 
hesitated. “It was about’ three 
weeks ago. I would say that it 
was about March 1. I was sur- 
prised to see the woman.” 

Making Investigation. 

In reply to a question, he stated 
that he has not since seen the 
woman who claimed to be Mrs. 
Woodward, but that he had been 
carrying on an investigation. 

“When you received the alleged 
statement of Woodward, chief, why 
didn’t you turn it over to the grand 
jury or refer the matter to the at- 
tention of Solicitor Boykin?” the 
reporter asked. 

“Let me ask you a question,” was 
the reply of the official. ‘If you 
were investigating a man, would 
yOu go to him at the very begin- 
ning and tell him what you had in 
your hands?” 

“I didn’t think that Boykin had 
wings. I knew he was only a hu- 
man. He had made charges against 
the police and various officials, and 
I wanted to see if the charges were 
true,” he said. “I wanted to verify 
them, and there were so many par- 
ties to.see, I had not completed my 
investigations when I was summon- 
ed before the grand jury.

Atlanta detectives of the evening 
watch whiled away an hour of 
yesterday evening studying the ex- 
poses of Atlanta’s criminal classes 
as illuminated by Floyd P. Wood- 
ward in his communication which 
has found its way to the grand jury. 
While the detectives perused the 
printed reproduction of Woodward's 
authorship, they were interrogated 
as to its several features and phases 
by Aldine Chambers, former police 
commissioner, and Sam Hewlett, 
counsel for Mrs. Woodward, and 
presumably acting in a similar ca: 
pacity for her absent husband. 

It wasn’t a formal meeting, it 
was explained, but all the evening 
watch sleuths were on hand just 
like ordinary patrolmen who have 
to answer roll calls. Chief Poo.e 
was present and so was Lieutenant 
Waggoner. Then there were De- 
tectives Whitley, Powers, Lowe, 
Brown, Stone, Ford, Doyal, Mdseley 
and Gody. 

~. Reads Communication. 

Mr. Chambers read the communi- 
cation aloud: He started reading 
about’ 7 o’clock and between read- 
ing and asking questions and sug- 
gesting instructions he kept em- 
ployed until 8 o’clock, when the 
meeting, which newer had been for- 
adjourned informally: and the 
detectives resumed the routine of 
investigating homicides and such. 

The sévéral features of the Wood- 
ward expose were taken up seriatim 
by Mr. Chambers who would always 
ask if any detective present could 
confirm any statement made by 
Woodward. “When he was about 
half way thrOugh, Attorney Hew- 
lett entered. He expressed the 
thought that Mr. Chambers’ idea of 
finding out what the detectives 
knew of the facts in connection with 
the communication was very much 
worth while.

Detectives Enjoy Letter. 

During the evening hour, those 
portions of the reading, which the 
listeners conceived were “hot shot” 
for the solicitor general, proved 
vastly entertaining to the detec- 
tives.

A sally by Mr. Chambers was par- 
ticularly pleasing. “Who made the 
first raid on the Central avenus 
place?” he asked when that para- 
graph was reached.

“Oh, that’s why Boykin was so bit- 
ter against Howell and Terry,” said 
Mr. Chambers. “They raided his 
place.” (Laughter.) 

During the hour one or two offi- 
cers drifted out of the room, but the 
vast majority of the watch remained 
until the reading was concluded. 

After the school had been dis- 
missed Aldine Chambers, Ernest 
Poole, a brother of Chief Poole, and 
Detective Bob Waggoner held a con- 
ference, lasting nearly three hours, 
in the chief’s office.

Dublin, March 23.—Twenty-four 
persons were killed and nearly thir- 
ty. wounded in ambuscades report- 
ed today. 

The men to whew the govern- 
ment attribute the organization of 
the ambuscades have not been cap- 
tured. 

The rebels received most of their 
casualties'at Dingle, where a force 
of nine members of the Hoyal Lrish 
constabulary, under aie sergeant, 
routed a reputed force of 200 insur- 
gents lying in ambush. ‘The road 
where the battle occurred was turn- 
ed into a shambles, littered with 
dead, wounded, arms: and other 
equipment carried by the Sinn Fein- 
ers. The bodies of the slain were 
cargied off by their comrades. Kignt 
attackers were killed and 20 wound- 
e4, with 3 policemen wounded. 

Patrol Ambashed. 

A patrol of the Ninth Lancers was’ 
ambushed near Stokestown, Léng- 
forg county, by a group of 200 reb- 
els. A captain was, kijied and a 
lilentenant wounded severely. “All 
of the troopers were also wounded 
and stripped of their arms and 
equipment. Troops sent to rein- 
force the patrol purstied the attack- 
ers and a running fight followed, in 
which two of the rebeis were 
wounded and five captured, who

WAGE REDUCTION 
PLAN 1S ACCEPTED 
BY STOGKYARD MEN 


Harding Administration 
Brings to Successful 
Conclusion First Inter- 
vention in Labor Dispute. 


Washington, Mareh 23.—Workers 
in the packing industry, numbering 
more than 100,000, accept the recent 
wage reductions of approximately 
12% per cent and 15-per cent under 
an agreement signed late today by 
their spokesmen, with representa- 
tives of the five leading packers. 

The agreement .as_ signed also 
provides for the basic eight-hour 
day and for extension -for six 
months, or to September 15, of the 
war-time Alschuler agreement for 
arbitration of differences. 

The wage scale as agreed to cor- 
responds with that put into effect 
March 7 by the big packers and re- 
duces the wage rate of all hourly 
paid employees eight cents an hour 
and amounts to a reduction in piece 
wage rates-of 12% per cent. 

Judge Samuel Alschuler,who, dur- 
in the war _and until recently act- 
ed as arbiter in differences aris- 
ing between the packers and their 
employees, continues his services in 
that respect under the agreement, 
which was reached through the me- 
diation of Secretary Davis. 

Victory of Administration. 

By the ‘agreement the administra- 
tion has brought to a successful 
conclusion its first intervention in 
a labor dispute. A striké had 
threatened because of disagreement 
over hours and wages. Secretary 
of Labor Davis, after protracted 
discussion with both factions, in 
which Secretary of Commerce Hoo- 
ver and Secretary of Agriculture 
Wallace participated, brought about 
a compromise. 

# Following is the text of the agree- 
ment, which was addressed to Sec- 
retary Davis: 

“In connection with the matter of 
labor, rates and conditions in the

tion given out by operating officials 
Ce the road. It was stated the at- 
tempt took place at Thalmann, Ga.. 
and like another earlier in the 
week near Douglas, was the result 
of tampering with a _ switch. 

The statement of the operating 
officials at Birmingham relative to 
the‘ iatest. alleged effort tharged 
that when the train reached Thal- 
mann, it was found that the east 
passing track had been “cocked” 
with a bolt wedged between the 
points of the switch and the rail. 

The engineer, seeing the condi- 
tion of the track, brought his en- 
gine to a stop before the doctored 
switch points were reached, there- 
by saving the train derailment. 

Searchers Organized, 

The second reported attempt to 
wreck trains.of the A. B. & A. 
railroad since the employees went 
out on strike on March 5 has caus- 
ed much feeling it ig declared, and 
the sheriff of Glynn county, is re- 
ported to have organized a party 
of searchers and to have taken 
blood hounds to the scene in an ef- 
fort to locate the would-be-train- 
wreckers. 

Brotherhood men in Atlanta have 
scouted the idea that the strikers 
should in any way be involved in 
the attempted train wrecks. 

Although a determined search is 
being made for the mén who spiked 
the switch, no reports were receiv- 
ed up to the time of going to press 
as to whether any trail had been 
discovered. 

The attempts of the train wreck- 

ers, however, ts looked upon as a 
most serious affair in the face of 
announcements made by Receiver 
Bugg recently that he had been or- 
dered by the court to protect the 
Property of the company under his 
receivership, and the lives of the 
people intrusted to the trains of 
the road. 
/Colonel Bugg cited the order of 
the court which distinctly enjoined 
anyone from interfering with the 
operation of trains or,séeeking di- 
rectly or otherwise to injure the 
property of the company.

There were 
ot nes Be witnesses who named the spe- 
cific homes among the 53 defendants 
on trial on charges of conspiracy to 
steal from the United States govern- 
ent, in which the property was re- 
covered. 

It was announced tonight that the 
identification of other property will 
continue tomorrow morning. 

The cross-examination of Hughes 
today and the redirect examination 
lasted only five minutes. Hughes 
was ill when he left the stand, but 
Assistant District Attorney E. Clem 
Powers declared that hisstory had 
not been broken by the cross-ex- 
amination of more than a day.

ly of the “joys of parenthood,” and 
speaking in tender terms of the lov- 
ing care for the child such as would 
be bestowed by the parent upon his 
boy. 

Six witnesses, according to the 
attorney, have already testified to 
the alleged relations existing be- 
tween the defendant and corespon- 
dent, at the preliminary hearing be- 
fore Referee Gleason. On the other

French Discuss 
Loan to America 
Over CenturyAgo 
Senator Says Loan With In- 


terest Would Exceed 
War Debt. 


Paris, March 23.—(By the Asso- 
| ciated Press.)—The question wheth- 
er America ‘had ever repaid the 
advanees to her made by Louise 
XVI. of France during the American 
revolution, raised recently by a 
writer in the newspaper L’'Eclair, 
was brought up in the senate during 
last night’s debate on the budget 
by Senator Gaudin de Villaine, 
representing the department of La 


Manche. 

“I said last year from this ros- 
trum,” the senator declared, “that 
Louis XVI. in 1778, in the name of 
the French nation and to save the 
young American republic, had 
loaned America $00,000.000 francs.” 

Senator Gaudin de Villaine cal- 
culated that at 3 per cent this sum 
now would exceed 37,000,000,000 
francs, or sufficient not only to pay 
witit France owes to America, but 
also what France owes to England. 

“A Washington telegram, replying 
within the last 24 hours to the point 
of which you speak, gives the dates 
at which this debt was repaid,” in- 
terrupted Senator Brangler. 

Debt Never Paid. 

“This debt never has been paid,” 
exclaimed Senator Gaudin de Vil- 
laine. 

“The telegram in question gives 
the exact dates of the payments,” 
replied Senator Brangier. 

“IT had, my dear colleague, the 
same thoughts as you, and when I 
was in the United States I put the 
question to an American newspaper 
—the question you have raised to- 
day. I was t that the United 
States had repaid. I scarcely be- 
lieved it because the reply in a 
way was vague and indefinite, while 
the telegram from Washington, to 
which I alluded, gives the dates and 
terms of the payments. It comes 
from a source which seems above 
suspicion.” 

“T must ask pardon,” said Sena- 


tor Brangier, “but it would be dan- 


gerous for the good relations which 
it is indispensable to maintain with 
the United States to open such a 
discussion if really this debt has 
been paid.” 

Await Knowledge. 

“That telegram is: a canard,” re- 
marked Senator Dominique Dela- 
haye, causing murmurs from many 
benches. 

“Until there is more complete in- 
formation,” said Senator Gaudin de 
Villaine, “I assert that it has not 
been paid, and I await knowledge 
to whom it has been paid.” 

Turning to Senator Dominique 
Delahaye, Senator Brangier ex- 
claimed: “I will make an appoint- 
ment with you a week hence, my 
dear colleague, and we will see 
who is right, you or I.” 

“You put your faith in a tele- 
gram,” said’ Jules Delahayne.” To 
this, however, Senator Brangier did 
not reply. Senator Gaudin de Vil- 
laine resumed: 

Would Honor America. 

“a course by America such as I 
have suggested would honor Ameri- 
ca infinitely and would be more 
interesting for us than seeing from 
time to time pilgrimages come to 
place flowers on the tomb of Mar- 
quis de Lafayette. That is, as I 
said last year, an historical false- 
hood, for Marquis de fafayette, like 
Count de Rochambeau and many 
others who crossed the ocean acen- 
tury and a quarter ago, were fsim- 
ply pawns on the royal chess 
board.” 

This caused a display of agitation 
by many senators. The subject 
then was dropped and the senate 
proceeded with other matters.

U. S. BUREAU PREDICTS 
WORMY PEACH CROP 


Agents of the Fort Valley station 
of the United States bureau of en- 
tomology have reported a number 
of curculio eggs in peaches during 
the past several days. This ovipo- 
sition is especially early, and is an 
indication of a heavily curculio in- 
fested May drop. 

Orchardists are consequently be- 
ing urged by the bureau to make 
preparations to collect as much of 
this fallen fruit as possible and de- 
stroy, it. This practice will help 
materially in controlling the cur- 
culio at harvest time. Not only 
should the May drop be picked up, 
but all other fruit that falls until 
after harvest. 

Adult curculios are still appear- 
ing,in numbers. A total of 3,411 
were collected March 21 from an ex- 
perimental block of about 500 trees, 
which is the largest catch to date. 
The first arsenical application 
should now be concluded. Indica- 
tions all point to another wormy 
crop, and it is going to mean a hard

VICTORY MEDAL READY

All ex-soldiers who served at any 
time during the world war, and who 
have not yet received their victory 


medal, may receive them by apply- 
ing to Victory Medal office, fourth 
floor of'the city hall building. Ap- 
plicants will be required to present 
their discharge in order to be pre- 
sented the medal. The discharge 
will be returned.to applicant after 
notation has. been made that a medal 
has been issued. It requires less 
than five minutes to issue a victory 
medal and victory button.

10 GERMAN NOTE 


Refusal to Pay First In- 
stallment of Reparations 
Lays Teutons Open to 
Added Punishment.

Paris, March 23—Germany has ap- 

parently only increased to a great 
extent the possibility of additional 
penalties in refusing to pay the 
twelve billion marks reparation, due 


on May Il. 

The German note, which was re- 
ceived Wednesday, only irritated the 
French into an even greater deter- 
mination to prevent Germany frum 
siiding out of her obligations. The 
note, which claimed, first, -hat the 
amount had already been paid in in- 
staliments since the signing of the 
treaty of Versailles, and then pro- 
posed another joint conference dur- 
ing which the allies could satisfv 
themselves of Germany’s inability to 
pay the amount set for May 1, was 
accepted simply as an unqualified 
refusal to pay. . 

Additional Penalties. 

As a consequence the reparations 
commission immediately decided 
upon penalties. Their decision will

Germany, in her reply to the ree-

It is contended in the German 
note that the 20,000,000,000 marks 
which the peace treaty provided 
should be handed over by May 1 
has been more thaa paid.

Mosbach, Baden, March 23.—Carl 
Neuf and Franz Zimmer, American 
detectives, have been sentenced to 
terms in prison in criminal court 
here for “illegal assumption of pow- 
er’ in attempting to arrest and ab- 
duct Grover C. Bergdoll, American

jail for ritteen months, while Gim- 
mer’s term in prison was fixed at 
SIX MmMontns. Lhe aduditivoual chulge 
against Neuf arose from a bullet 
wOund suliered by a young woman 
When a revolver was fired during 
the atlempted aoduction. . 

Four Germans who were tried 
@#s accomplices of the Americans 
were found guilty and sent to jail 
foc terms varying trom five [tv 
eleVen months. lit was shown one 
had driven the detectives’ car, and 
that the other three had accumpa- 
nied the two Americans on their 
trip to apprehend Bergdoill in Eber- 
bach. 

_ du passing sentence on Neu the 
German court declared the AmeTicau 
detective was aware that, aside from 
the charge of desertion, no other 
indictment was pending against 
Bergdoll, but that nevertheless the 
detective had attempted to arrest 
Bergdoll without the co-operation of 
tne German police and take him into 
the occupied area, although Neuf 
was aware that such a procedure 
constituted an illegal assumption of 
authority in unoccupied territory. 
The use of a weapon, declared the 
court, constituted “negligent inflic- 
tion sof bodily injury.” 

Pre penalty upon Neuf was fixed 
at fifteen months in jail, the court 
said, because the detective’s conduct 
constituted “a gross breach of the 
law and an invasion of the rights 
of the German authorities.” 

The other defendants weré guilty, 
the court ruled,' because they knew 
their acts were not permissible and 
were punishable under the crim- 
inal code. 

The six defendants were assessed 
the costs of the trial. Each of them 
was credited on his jail sentence 
With eight weeks of preliminary 
confinement. 


Officials To Confer. 


Washington, March 23.—Secretary 
Weeks said today that so far as the 
War department was concerned no 
request had been sent to the Ger- 
man government for clemency for 
Carl Nuef and Franz Zimmer, Amer- 
ican detectives who have been sen- 
tenced to prison terms at Mosbach, 
Baden, as a result of an attempt to 
arrest Grover Cleveland Bergdoll, 
American draft evaden, in Eberbach 
last January. 

Mr. Weeks said he would confer 
later with Secretary Hughes in an 
effort to settle the question of 
whether the state department or 
the war department properly had 
jurisdiction in the case.

Cotten Cut. 

Replies by state bankers to a 
questionnafre by the Georgia Bank- 
ers’ association, it is revealed, indi- 
cate among farmers a spirit gen- 
erally favorable to the reduction in 
cotton ‘acreage throughout Georgia. 
The disclosures lend confirmation 
to the understanding that farm- 
ers generally are determined upon 
a reduction in cotton acreage, and 
a widespread curtailment of the 
amount of fertilizer customarily 
used to stimulate the growth of 
their crops. 

This questionnaire went to every 
bank tn Georgia, state and national, 
large and small. There is no doubt 
among the banking men that the re- 
plies present an accurate picture of 
true conditions in the cotton indus- 
try of the state. President Martin 
says that virtually every bank in 
the state returned replies to these 
queries. 

That 72 per cent of the banks are 
not disposed to finance farmers who 
owe money upon their 1920 crops is 
indicated in replies to the question- 
naires of the Georgai Bankers’ as- 
sociation. The replies indicate that 
51.5 per cent of the cotton crop 
of last year still remains in the 
hands of the farmers, and that of 
this unsold cotton, 33.5 per cent 
grades as strict middling. Of those 
who are holding this cotton, 41 per 
cent are disposed to sell when the 
price reaches 18 cents a pound, while 
49 per cent are holding without any 
definite price or date of sale in 
view. Ninety per cent of the so- 
called “lien merchants” are now un- 
prepared to supply farmers with- 
out aid from the banks.

Boykin, who ridiculel the statements 
that he had entered the fight to 
put over a new charter program for 
the chamber of commerce and the 
statement that The Constitution was 
the only paper supporting him, so 
it could run him for governor, as 
part of the malicious propaganda 
of “innuendo. and circumlocution” 
being waged against him. 

He compared the activities of his 
opponents to the activities of a 
mother partridge who wishes to pro- 
tect her young. 

“Aldine Chambers is the mother 
bird,” he said, “he raises an awful 
rucus and kicks up an awful fuss 
because he thinks he can hide the 
real issues from the people long 
enough for the little birds to get 
away.” The solicitor successively 
referred to Mr. Chambers as the 
“bull elephant” and “Hippopotamus” 
Aldine, the Von Hindenburg, of At- 
lanta politics.” 

“I don’t want to be governor: I 
want to do my duty to you people 
as solicitor, and I'll do it, unless 
they assassinate me.” 

“They'd better not try it,” said 
several voices from the audience.

He also 
exhibited the packs of bogus money.

He repeated his charges that 
the Sans Souci hotel operated as 
a gambling resort for months with 
absolute immunity, he recited the 
allegations concerning the “alibi” 
raids on the place at 49 1-2 Central 
avenue, and again lauded L. E. 
Shumate, an uniformed officer, for 
the attempt to raid the place which 
resulted, says the solicitor, in the 
dismissal of all those caught under 
a collateral of only $26 and with 
the return to the game proprietors 
of the paraphernalia used and the 
money taken—except, he says, some 
which was stolen after it had been 
turned in at the police station. 

He also said that one member of 
the syndicate, on being taken to 
the police station by a special of- 
ficer, asked, “haven’t I paid for 
police protection?” Upon being told 
that he certainly had not, said the 
solicitor, the prisoner tried to slip 
a “grand’—a $100 bill—to the ar- 
resting officer. The arresting offi- 
cer, said Mr. Boykin, told him that 
it wouldn’t turn him free. 

“But,” he continued, “when he got 
to the station house he got out for 
lots less than that—$16 collateral.” 


Abe Powers Case. 


With reference to the Abe Pow- 
ers case, he said that after he had 
ordered Powers put under a bond of 
$25,000, a man came to him with 
overtures from the gamblers ask- 
ing him to make it a $10,000 cash 
bond for Powers. “I promptly 
raised Powers’ bond just $10,000 to 
$35,000,” said Mr. Boykin. 

“Right there I had a chance to 
make 60 per cent on that bond, if 
he had slipped the jail. Does that 
look like graft? 

“IT also wish to say that every 
bit of the money spent in my cam- 
paign, except $100 from my father- 
-in-law, $100 from my _ brother-in- 
law and $25 from a friend, belonged 
to John A, Boykin. Also every 
other cent I have had was mine, 
justly earned and justly spent. I 
can prove it, and I defy Aldine 
Chambers to do the same thing. 

“I also hear, by the way, that 
Aldine Chambers has been employed 
by big corporations around Atlan- 
ta during their strike troubles. The 
Georgia Railway and Power com- 
pany, I hear, has hired him. I 
haven’t anything against the power 
company, not one thing, but what 
do they want: with Aldine Cham- 
bers? 

Why Did They Want Him? 


“What did the other big corpo- 
rations that hired him some time 
back want.with him? They wanted 
him to pull wires. They wanted 
him for his ‘political non-interfer- 
ence.’ ‘Don’t meddle,’ they'd tell 
him, ‘and we'll give you a little 
money,’ ”’ 

Explains Ewing Case. 

The solicitor general also refer- 
red to the charge of his opponents 
that he got a fine of $50 for a 
client of Attorney J. O. Ewing. He 
told his audience the circumstances 
Surrounding the case, how the wom- 
an in question, a shop-lifter, had 
broken her ankle and had had her 
leg amputated as a result, how her 
relatives had refunded the lossés to 
the stores, how the stores’ proprie- 
tors had written the judge asking 
for leniency and, how the judge had 
finally given the $50 fine. 

“Do you think I did wrong?” 

A chorus of “noes” answered 
him. 

He also reviewed the alleged con- 
spiracy of Chambers, Poole and De- 
tective Shaw to oust Police Chief 
Beavers, give that position to Poole, 
the detective chief place to Shaw 
and to present Chief Beavers witht 
the assistant wardenship of the fed- 
eral prison. He said that Shaw and 
Chambers rode 20 miles in the coun- 
try to see Beavers and offer him 
the government job. Later, said the 
solicitor, Aldine Chambers cried 
crocodile tears for Chief Beavers be- 
cause it suited his political ends, 

Mr. Boykin quoted the. Literary 
Digest as saying that Atlanta’s 
crime record surpassed any city in 
the country with one exception. He 
said that business of the superior 
court had tripled, even, during his 
tenure of the office. 

Liquor Situation. e 

The testimony of one man, asked 
by the grand jury how he knew how 
he could find liquor, was recited 
by the solicitor who said that the 
man’s reply was: 

“Just look around where you @an 
find three or four policemen ‘and 
there you'll get your liquor.” 

The solicitor also called attention 
to the fact that the letter from 
Floyd Woodward was not signed 
under oath. In his final appeal to 
his audience for co-operation, he 
told them that no matter how hard 
they tried, his opponents would not 
be able to intimidate him or “bull- 
doze” him. “I need your co-opera- 
tion now as I have never needed it 
before,” he said. 

Upon motion of Delegate Crockett,

‘War Criminals’ 
Soon Will Face 
Bar of Justice 
German Officers <3 Answer 


for Sinking Hospital Ships 
and for Cruelty. 


Berlin, March 23.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—The trials of “war 
criminals” before the supreme court 
at Leipsic are expected to commence 
at the beginning of May. Accord- 
ing to the newspapers the cases 
brought by the British government 
will be taken up first, witnesses 
coming to Germany from England 


to testify. 

The first case will be against a 
non-commissioned Landsturm officer 
named Heine for ill-treating prison- 
ers in the Ruhr region, where Brit- 

oy and French troops were intern- 
ed. 

The second case will be against 
Naval Lieutenant Neuman for sink- 
ing the hospital ship Dover Castle, 
while the third case will be against 
Lieutenant Werner, charged with 
sinking the steamér Torrington and 
drowning the crew, except the cap- 
tain, by submerging while they 
were on the deck of the submarine. 
Lieutenant Commander Patzig will 
be charged with sinking the hospi- 
tal ship Liandovery Castle. Charges

FORCE ON CENTRAL 
10 REMAIN SAME 


Only a Few Station Em- 
ployees and Track Work- 
men Will Be Laid Off, 
Says Vice President. 


That there will be no reductions 
among the employees of ‘the Cen- 
tral of Georgia railway except 
among a few station employees and 
track workmen was stated Wednes- 
day by L. A. Downs, vice president 
and general manager of that rail- 
road, according to a dispatch re- 
ceived from Montgomery, Ala. 

Mr. Downs also stated that there 
would be no elimination of em- 
ployees except in instances invoiv- 
ing the same classes of workmen. 

He stated, however, that the re- 
ductions of the men contemplated, 
will not have to be taken before 
the United States railroad labor 
board, and he expressed the hope 
that no further reduction of the 
working force of the road would be 
necessary. 


A news special from Savannah 


| Wednesday night stated the nego- 


tiations looking to the reduction 
of the wages of unskilled labor on 
the Central of Georgia railway are 
still pending, but that progress is 
being made, and the hope is ex- 
pressed by officails of the company 
that an amicable adjustment of the 
differences will be reached.

No definite policies for the future 
has been fixed, he stated, but the 
hope was expressed that the an- 
nounced reductions in the working 
force would be all that is neces- 
sary.
